appendix to this chapter, show that the value of Yaott's observation* 
for chronological dcU-mination5 has beta overruled. The emperor 
tells his officer* that, among other indications which would cuable 
them to fix the exact period of the cardinal points of the year, the 
vernal equinox might be ascertained by observing the star warn ; 
the summer solstice bv observing the Star Ao: the autumnal equinox 
by observing the star/ww; and the winter solstice by observing the 
star uwwi It wo* assumed by the scholars of the Han dynasty that 
W ntoou was to be understood the constellation or equatorial space 
i hen called *$#» beginning at - Hydro, and including a space 
of 2°; and that by fu> was to be understood corresponding to 

Scorpio, and including V'. It was assumed also, that, us t he result 
of the observation (of the manner of which the Shoo says nothing), 
tiwj would be found to pass the meridian at six o’clock in the evening, 
at'the vernal equinox ; and that the other stars mentioned would 
jmas it at the same hour at the seasons to which they were referred. 

1 do not think there U any reason to call these assumptions in 
question. The scholars of Han, ignorant of the fact ol the pfpcemioo 
of the equinoxes, c^.-uld uot hove arbitrarily fixed the particular 
stars to suit their chronologual views;—their determination of them 
must have be?D lit accordance with the voice of accredited tradition. 
Supposing that the stars were all what it is now believed they were, 
to what conclusions are vt led by them as to the era of ^ nou ? 

Buitsen tells us that Idelcr, computing the places of the constelhv 
tioDB backwards, fixed the aecessiou of YaoU nl B.c. 2,163, 1 which is 
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only 18 years before the dale in the Bamboo Book*. On the oilier 
band, J, H. Biot finds in the statements of the Shoo a. sufficient con¬ 
firmation of tbo date in the received chronology, o.c. 2,3^7.* Frorefe 
of opinion that the observation* left an uncertainly to the extent 
of 3 degrees, leaving a margin of 210 years/ It wans to myself 
that it U hotter not to insist on pressing what Yaou says about 
the stars of the equinoxes and solstice* into the service of chronology 
at all Gaubil, Biot, and the other writers on the subject, ell quote 
YaouVobscrvaiians so fur as they had ajiti’annmicid refereuott; hut 
they take no notice of other and merely popular indies lions, which 
he delivered to hi* officers to help them to ascertain die seasons. 
They would know the spring, he tolls (hem, by the pairing of birds 
and beasts, and by the people'sbeginnirigio disperseinto the country 
on their agricultural labour*. Ana logons indications are mentioned 
for summer and autumn ; dll in the winter time the people would 
bo found in their coay corners* and birds wnd beasts with their coats 
downy and thick. Taken as n whole, YiiolTs instruct ions to He 
and Ho arc those of a chief ftpuiking popularly, and not after the 
maimer of a philosopher or astronomer. VV f e must not look for 
exactness in his rcnmi'k* ul»ont the cardinal stars. Hie mention of 
them In the earliest portion of the Shoo proves that its compiler, 
himself, os I showed in the last chapter, of a inter date, had tradition* 
or written monuments of u high antiquity at his catutnaml ; but 
Yaou was «a Ukcly to bo speaking of what he had reevivod fr*tn his 
predecessors as of what be Imtl observed for himself; and those 
predecessors may not have lived in China, but in another region 
from which the Chinese came. U it were possible to fix the exact 
century, in which it was first observed ihtit the stars of the equmo .es 
and solstices were nr't&tt and lt& ami rtiflt>u, that century may 
have been anterior to Ysrou, and not the one in which lie lUul,

Kot only has he Yu as his prime minister, and Kaou-yaou ns minister 
of Crime; but he has his ministers of Instruction, Agriculture, Works, 
and Religion; his commissioner of Woods and Forests; his director of 
Music; his minister of Communication. According to the plan of 
the Annals, the appointment of all those ministeri should have been 
mentioned; but the only names which they contain are those of Yu 
and Kaou-yaou, It is dear, that of the two-and-twenty great minis¬ 
ters by whom the Shun of the Shoo is surrounded, the greater 
number were the invention of speculators and dream era of a later 
day, who, regardless of the laws of human progress, wished to place 
at I he earliest period; of their history a golden age and a magnificent 
empire, that should be the cynosure of men's eyes in all time. 

If the space which 1 have given in these prolegomena to the 
Dumboo Annals appear excessive, the use to which J have turned 
them, to support the conclusions which I had been led on other 
grounds to form, most be my excuse. Even if it could be aul*- 
afanlisted (which it cannot bo), that the Annals *ere fabricated in 
the Tain dynasty, the fact would remain, that their fabricator had 
taken a more reasonable view of the history of bii country than any
